Towards  the  center  of  the  flower 
the  color  again  passes  to  the  pale 
yellow.

Every  tuber  sent  out  is  positively 
guaranteed  to  be  healthy,  in  good  growing  condition 
and  true  to  name.  This  is  a  “money-back”  guaran¬ 
tee, — and  no  argument  about  it.  If  you  find  any¬ 
thing  wrong  tell  me  about  it,  and  your  word  will  be 
final  in  the  matter. 

The  quality  of  the  stock  offered  in  this  list  is 
strictly  of  the  highest  grade;  field-grown  from 
tubers,  no  unnatural  forcing,  all  stunted  plants  care¬ 
fully  culled,  divisions  of  good  size  and  showing  at 
least  one  live  eye.  The  varieties  are  all  compara¬ 
tively  recent  introductions  and  are  scored  in  Prof. 
Norton’s  “Dahlia  Ratings,”  with  one  exception, 
above  the  80  mark:  most  of  them  from  85  to  90. 

Just  a  word  or  two  in  a  personal  way:  for  fifteen 
years  I  have  been  actively  connected  with  the 
dahlia  game, — office  work,  field  work,  selling  and 
exhibiting —  ten  years  with  J.  K.  Alexander  of  East 
Bridgewater,  Mass.,  the  Dahlia  King,  and  five 
years  with  his  son,  J.  Herbert  Alexander  of  Middle- 
boro,  Mass.  I  feel  that  I  can  reasonably  claim  a 
fair  working  knowledge  of  the  Dahlia  in  all  its 
phases.
